Abstract 


| The synonymy of Zekelita angulalis (MABILLE, [1881] 1880) and Z. antistropha (VARI, 1962) is 
verified. Z. antistropha syn.n. is a junior, subjective synonym of Z. angulalis. 


Zusammenfassung 


Die Synonymie von Zekelita angulalis (MABILLE, [1881] 1880) und Z. antistropha (VARI, 1962) wird 
verifiziert.

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Introduction 


In volume 1 of Quadrifina the revision of the genus Zekelita WALKER, 1863 was presented 
(LODL & MAYERL 1998). The taxa Zekelita angulalis (MABILLE, [1881] 1880) [Hypena] and Z. 
antistropha (VARI, 1962) [Rhynchina] are placed in the subgenus Pervulgarita LODL, 1998. Due to the 
missing abdomen in the holotype of Z. angulalis the synonymy with Z. antistropha remained unclear. 
Now Z. angulalis material from Madagascar was found in unidentified material in the collections of the 
Museum of Natural History in Vienna (NHMW). Aim of this paper is the illustration of Z. angulalis 
material of different African localities and from Madagascar which allows the synonymization of both 
taxa,

The description of the species is found in LÓDL & MAYERL (1998: 199). 

To the present the species had been recorded from South Africa and Mocambique and from 
Madagascar respectively (LÓDL & MAYERL 1998). The new records made obvious that it is a widespread 
African species ranging from the tropical west and east southwards to Madagascar. 
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
